Iambic Paddles- 
Isn't modern technology wonderful? 


The same technology that brought us Pactor, Amtor, and the like also 
brought us a way 

to make precise morse code by use of the computer. The microchip has 
made CW a 

breeze. Iambic keys and keyers are arguably the most efficient "key = 
method" of 

producing morse. 


With two seperate levers, and a keyer to link the two, an operator = 
can really let the 

sparks fly at speeds that rival computer generated morse (assuming 
you can not type 

faster than 70 wom - hi hi). 


The operator uses one paddle to key dits, and another to key dahs. By 
squeezing both 

paddles together at the same time, you get alternating dits and dahs. 
Depending on 

which paddle was "touched" first depends on where the alternation = 
started. This 

really comes in handy when you are keying what Iambic operators refer 
to as "the 

Iambic seven". The letters C Q F L K R and Y. These letters really = 
lend themselves 

well to Iambic keying because of the alternating dits and dahs in = 
their morse 

identity. For example, if you were to key the letter C on an Iambic 
paddle, and 

assuming you are using the thumb for dits, and the index finger for = 
dahs (most do), 

then you would begin as such. Start the letter by hitting the index = 
finger paddle 

slightly before you close the thumb paddle. this starts the alternate 
progression of 

dits and dahs with a DAH. You simply keep both paddles squeezed until 
you hear the 


final dit and then quickly release both paddles. YOU HAVE A "C" in 
morse code! How 

you end the alternate progression is a matter of practice, and a = 
matter of weather 

you are using mode "A" keying, or mode "B". 


There are two distinct types of keying on Iambic paddles. 
Mode A (Curtis Mode A)- 


This mode is what some refer to as the "you get what you asked for" 
mode. 


Let's look at it this way. 


This mode requires a full hang on the paddles to get the final = 
alternate in a series 

of alternating dits and dahs. For example, in that "C" progression 
that we just spoke 

about, if you let go of the key before the keyer started the FINAL 
DIT, you would not 

get the final dit. You would end up with a "K" instead of a "C". Yo 
need to hang in 

there with your thumb until you hear that final dit start, and then 
rapidly let go fo 

both keys. As we said, it is a "you get what you asked for" mode of 
Iambic keying.

Mode B (Curtis Mode B)- 

This mode is what some refer to as the "add the alternate" mode. 
Let's look at it this way. 


This mode adds the alternate dit or dah to your alternate = 
progression. For example,

when you are making that "C", with Mode B keying, you can let go of = 


the paddles as 

the keyer is finishing up on the final DAH, and the keyer will = 
automatically ADD THE

true speed is 

necessary, and many feel this is the more "automatic" of the two = 
modes. It can cause 

problems though if you are trained on one form of keying, and you = 
switch to another. 


One CQrp member is trained on Iambic mode B. When he visits the shack 


of another 


member who prefers mode A, the mode B operator has great difficulty 


keying with the 


mode A paddle. Instead of a K, he gets an N. Instead of an R, he gets 


an A. Why? 


Because he is expecting the keyer to add the alternate dit or dah for 


him 


automatically, and it does not in Mode A. Whew, what a mess! Instead = 


of CQ, he gets 
KG. 


=A0 


Which mode is for you? Tough question. Try them both. Most keyers 


have provisions for 


both modes. Pick one that is most comfortable to you , and stick with 


it! Iambic can 


be one of the most enjoyable CW keying experiences! 


Hope this helps out with the understanding of the modes.

Hi all, 

in the latest copy of SPRAT Issue # 92 (The Journal of the G-QRP 
Club), is an interesting 144Mhz CW Transmitter. The output is 300mW but 
with the addition of a very simple amplifier, the power level could be 
raised to around the 5 W level. 


With a small modification of a capacitor in series with the 8Mhz xtal and 
a suitable xtal frequency chosen, it would be possible to cover the uplink 
frequency range of the RS12 satellite. The Down link on 29Mhz tuned ona 
suitable HF receiver. 


Together,with a small 8 to 10 element, 144Mhz yagi for Tx and a 28Mhz 
Groundplane for Rx, this setup would give the US Technician and the UK 
Class B licencee's DX capacity. 

(I am not sure if the Technicians are allowed CW) ,but it would be a simple 
mod to the basic transmitter to convert it to a DSB tx. 


The basic line up of the tx is as follows: 


8Mhz Xtal Osc (BC109 or 2N2222A)------ BF494 tripler stage 
(24Mhz) ----- 2N2369 tripler stage (72Mhz) ------ 2N2369 doubler (144Mhz) --- 
----2N2369 amplifier (144Mhz) ----Ant 300mW 


The RS12 has a cw beacon on 29.408Mhz. Users are heard between 29.410 to 
29.450Mhz. To access the satellite, Transmit cw or ssb between 145.910 to 
145 .950Mhz 


I hope some may find this of interest and I am hoping to build a copy 
myself in the near future, observations on the concept will be of great 
interest

I heard the 
fox (Randy) at some level during the whole 2 hours, but there were a couple 
of short dropouts during the period. Sigs ranged from say a 339 to a 559 
most of the time. Just never could break the pileup. There were lots of 
strong signals. Heard lots of 6's, 7's, 0's, 1's, 2's at various signal 
levels. Whoever that K1/MM (Clint?) is puts a bear of a signal my way -- 
like a direct-wire hookup!! 


I tried slipping out up to a half-KHz, tailending, and other tricks. One 
of the biggest problems I had was not being able to hear the first part of 


Randy's exchange when he came back to a station as people were still 
sending. I usually started hearing him about the time he was sending his 
own call or the middle of his call and then for the rest of the exchange. 
This kind of thing happening was not unusual from other fox hunts -- just 
was more of a problem as he was pretty weak most times in comparison to the 
others. Kept switching between 2 different antennas and various things with 
the filters to no avail. Thought he might have called me at one time during 
one of his weaker periods, but his repeat seemed to rule that out. I could 
not even hear it well. Oh well, just missed this one!! Will have to reload 
with pileup-piercing ammo, re-wax the antennas, and shoot again! 


Was nice to see that Duffey heard me in NM. Antenna orientation may favor 
him a bit, but not much. Patterns for both the 140£t dipole and the Half 
Square pretty-well favor East-West from North Carolina, with the HS being a 
bit more north and south from the E-W line.

$1.60 per pound conversion. The Paddles are $30, the shipping is $10, via 
airmail. The way it works is that you send your 25 pounds to our UK/Europe 
agent, Steve Farthing. He sends Jim Cates your name and address via email, 
and Jim mails your kit from the US. It is much faster for you to send your 
order to Steve, and you don't have to convert it to US dollars. That was 
one of the things that I discovered when I visited England this summer, was 
the very high cost of changing dollars to pounds, and vice versa. Steve 
offered to act as our agent for subscriptions and projects, which was very 
gracious of him. He will collect the money in a bank account, and then 
forward it to us on a quarterly basis. Just 1 conversion, and much easier 
for everyone involved. 


The problem with producing the paddles in the UK is the setup time required 
for a CNC milling machine. It is very expensive to do, and the only way 
that we could justify the cost was to amortize it over many kits. Hope 
this answers your questions. 72, Doug, MOBIV/KI6DS {Note the British 
call is first in this case, as the message is intended for the QRPers in 
England and Europe. }

Hi Guys, 


First, on rereading my own post about the Faraday Mississippi I note that 
some might construe it as criticism of one fox or another. Of course it 
isn't. We're talking theory here. Chuck has previously mentioned that the 
band goes "long", and now so has Paul Erickson talked about that phenomenon. 

I am no expert in propagation, but I have an empirical observation or two to 
suggest--others may disagree and lessons from the more knowledgeable will be 
welcomed. 


First, I don't see where 40 goes "long." About an hour or two after dark, 
local, the band goes dead (as opposed to long) in the east/west direction, 
along the latitude lines. On the other hand, and this is similar to 20meters 
too, I notice that the North/South directions remain open or even open up. 


Not necessarily directly N/S either. Kind of on the oblique. So, here in 
Long Island, for instance, propagation North over the pole into Europe may 
stay open or open up, and prop into South America may start up. But the West 
is just dead for most of the evening after say 8:30 local (0030 UTC) (three 
hours past sundown). 


Paul, if you are going to start swishing your foxtail at exactly 0030, you 
may be beyond the cusp for the East coast, or right on it. Won't stop me 
from trying! Actually, I was somewhat suprised that others have observed the 
same phenomena, and even one fox suggested he might like to change his start 
time. Guys, this is for fun, so everyone agrees that it is fine, however you 
do it. On the other hand, VE land is significantly north of Long Island, so 
propagation is still very possible that far into the eve from there to here. 
So, if I get you Paul, it doesn't disprove my theory! :-)

I don't want to fill up my mailbox with a whole bunch of mail, yet I don't 
want to wait for the next day to get the digest mode of QRP-L. I stumbled 


on to the following method, and it works great for me. 


I have the following address in my Favorites or Bookmark Section of 
Mircrosoft Internet Explorer. 


http: //listserv.listserv.edu/lists/archives/qrp-1/other. html 


When I click on it, I get a list of the daily archives of the QRP-L, 
including today's date which is about 20 or 30 minutes behind real time. I 
then click on the date that I want, which is 971022 (1997, Oct., 22) and 
the file is transferred to my computer via ftp and comes up on the screen. 
Then I scroll down and read the information and stop on the bottom line. I 
do this first thing in the morning and get all of the postings that have 
been posted to the net except maybe those posted during the last half hour. 
Then I usually check the list again about 10:00. When I do, the first 
thing that I do is highlight the last line and then click on edit and then 
click on copy in the Edit submenu. The next move is to click on the 
Refresh button. This causes the file to be refreshed, and you will get all 
of the original information plus what ever has been posted since the last 
time that you checked. When the file is done, it will be at the start of 
the file. All that you have to do is hit control-F followed by control-V, 
and then return. The cursor will go right back to the spot that you left 
off reading, and you can continue reading the file. 


Advantages? Well, I don't get my mailbox cluttered with messages and I 
don't have to wait for the digest to be emailed to me the next day. 
Disadvantages, you do have to wait a minute or two for the file to refresh, 
and if you forget to copy the last line, you have to scroll down to the 
place you left off. But it really is easy to do and I find that I like it 
really well. Also, if you want to reply to a posting, you will have to 
highlight the address, copy, and then switch to your mailing program to 
insert the address. This might be an advantage as you have to think about 
it and can't just hit the "R" key. 


Hope this helps some of you. If you are using Netscape the edit button is 
the same, and the Favorite button is called Bookmarks, otherwise the 
procedure is the same. 72, Doug, KI6DS

First, on rereading my own post about the Faraday Mississippi I note that 
some might construe it as criticism of one fox or another. Of course it 
isn't. We're talking theory here. Chuck has previously mentioned that the 
band goes "long", and now so has Paul Erickson talked about that phenomenon. 

I am no expert in propagation, but I have an empirical observation or two to 
suggest--others may disagree and lessons from the more knowledgeable will be 
welcomed.

Not taken as criticism. I have noticed what I feel is the band "going long". 


For example in the arci contest last weekend, on Saturday evening I had 
an easier time working a couple of DL's than I had trying to work some 
stations in NA. Now your point about N/S paths is a good one and may have 
come into play in that situation. 


I also had an easier time with the ZK1 on 40mtrs and that was with 5w 
and a vertical. 


First, I don't see where 40 goes "long." About an hour or two after dark, 
local, the band goes dead (as opposed to long) in the east/west direction, 
along the latitude lines. On the other hand, and this is similar to 20meters 
too, I notice that the North/South directions remain open or even open up. 

Not necessarily directly N/S either. Kind of on the oblique. So, here in 
Long Island, for instance, propagation North over the pole into Europe may 

stay open or open up, and prop into South America may start up. But the West > 
is just dead for most of the evening after say 8:30 local (0030 UTC) (three 
> hours past sundown).

I have also noticed the "going dead". Another reason why I figured that 
earlier was better than later. 


> 
> Paul, if you are going to start swishing your foxtail at exactly 0030, you 

> may be beyond the cusp for the East coast, or right on it. Won't stop me 

> from trying! Actually, I was somewhat suprised that others have observed the 
> same phenomena, and even one fox suggested he might like to change his start 
> time. Guys, this is for fun, so everyone agrees that it is fine, however you 
> do it. On the other hand, VE land is significantly north of Long Island, so 
> propagation is still very possible that far into the eve from there to here. 
> So, if I get you Paul, it doesn't disprove my theory! :-) 


Actually I had initially signed up for 0100-0300 but changed for some of 
the reasons you mentioned. If this works, next time I may operate ihr each 
side of my sunset.

Iambic Paddles- =20 
Isn't modern technology wonderful? 


The same technology that brought us Pactor, Amtor, and the like also brought 
uS a way 

to make precise morse code by use of the computer. The microchip has made CW= 
a 

breeze. Iambic keys and keyers are arguably the most efficient "key method"= 
of 

producing morse. 


With two seperate levers, and a keyer to link the two, an operator can 
really let the 

sparks fly at speeds that rival computer generated morse (assuming you can 
not type 

faster than 70 wom - hi hi). 


The operator uses one paddle to key dits, and another to key dahs. By 

squeezing both 

paddles together at the same time, you get alternating dits and dahs. 
Depending on 

which paddle was "touched" first depends on where the alternation started.= 
This 

really comes in handy when you are keying what Iambic operators refer to as= 
"the 

Iambic seven". The letters C Q F L K R and Y. These letters really lend 

themselves 

well to Iambic keying because of the alternating dits and dahs in their= 
morse 

identity. For example, if you were to key the letter C on an Iambic paddle,= 
and 

assuming you are using the thumb for dits, and the index finger for dahs 
(most do), 

then you would begin as such. Start the letter by hitting the index finger 
paddle 

slightly before you close the thumb paddle. this starts the alternate 
progression of 


dits and dahs with a DAH. You simply keep both paddles squeezed until you 
hear the 

final dit and then quickly release both paddles. YOU HAVE A "C" in morse 
code! How 

you end the alternate progression is a matter of practice, and a matter of 
weather 

you are using mode "A" keying, or mode "B". 


There are two distinct types of keying on Iambic paddles. 

Mode A (Curtis Mode A)- 

This mode is what some refer to as the "you get what you asked for" mode.=20 
Let's look at it this way.=20 


This mode requires a full hang on the paddles to get the final alternate in 
a series 

of alternating dits and dahs. For example, in that "C" progression that we 
just spoke 

about, if you let go of the key before the keyer started the FINAL DIT, you 
would not 

get the final dit. You would end up with a "K" instead of a "C". You need to 
hang in 

there with your thumb until you hear that final dit start, and then rapidly 
let go fo 

both keys. As we said, it is a "you get what you asked for" mode of Iambic 
keying. 


=A0 

Mode B (Curtis Mode B)- 

This mode is what some refer to as the "add the alternate" mode. 
Let's look at it this way.=20 


This mode adds the alternate dit or dah to your alternate progression. For 
example, 

when you are making that "C", with Mode B keying, you can let go of the 
paddles as 

the keyer is finishing up on the final DAH, and the keyer will automatically 

ADD THE 

ALTERNATE DIT for you automatically. This comes in very handy when true= 
speed is 

necessary, and many feel this is the more "automatic" of the two modes. It 
can cause 

problems though if you are trained on one form of keying, and you switch to 


another.=20 


One CQrp member is trained on Iambic mode B. When he visits the shack of= 


another 


member who prefers mode A, the mode B operator has great difficulty keying 


with the 


mode A paddle. Instead of a K, he gets an N. Instead of an R, he gets an A.= 


Why? 


Because he is expecting the keyer to add the alternate dit or dah for him 
automatically, and it does not in Mode A. Whew, what a mess! Instead of CQ, 


he gets 
KG. 


=A0 


Which mode is for you? Tough question. Try them both. Most keyers have 


provisions for 
both modes. 
Iambic can 


be one of the most enjoyable CW keying experiences! 


Pick one that is most comfortable to you , and stick with it! 


Hope this helps out with the understanding of the modes.
